REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Matsuda et al U.S. Patent 6,306,976. 

2. Matsuda does not disclose m-divinylbenzene having an isomer purity of at least 
80 weight %. Matsuda discloses divinylbenzene having 40% by weight of m- 
divinylbenzene isomer, column 28, line 39. There is no motivation to substitute 
divinylbenzene in Matsuda's invention with a divinylbenzene having higher m- 
divinylbenzene isomer purity. Also, Matsuda does not disclose a process for producing 
the olefin/aromatic vinyl compound/divinylbenzene by using a single site coordination 
polymerization catalyst.
